One of the Host Cowardly Outrages In City's History Makes 


Iree Little Children Orphans-People are Demand- 


ing That City Give Protection to Hen Who 


Seek Employment at Foundry.

STRIKERS ARRESTED. 


The following striking 
polishers 


have been so far arrested onsuspicion 
as a result of the Loar murder: 


William Beckford. 
Richard Oden. 
F. A. Gohel.

Homer Loar, aged 38, who was em- 


ployed in the polishing and buffing 
department of the Wehrle company's 
stove foundry, was shot and almost 
instantly killed Thursday evening, 


,_ shortly before 5 o'clock, --within a few 


hundred yards of the big West New- 
ark plant. 


Loar was tsith six other men and 


all were going to work, being employ- 
ed on the night shift. Three of the 
party -were new men, never having 
been at work in the polishing room. 
These men, Fred Lake, Frank Crown 
and Harry Willey, all returned to 
their homes without going to the 
foundry. The other men, Joe Priest, 
Frank and Henry Jenkins, went into 
the foundry and worked all night. 


It is not positively known just who 


composed the party which attacked 
the working men. An affidavit was 
filed in Mayor A. J. Crilly's court at 
9:30 Friday morning, charging F. A. 
Gobel, Richard Oden and William 
Beckford 
with first degree murder. 


The affidavit was signed by Charles C. 
Loar, a brother of the dead man. 


William Beckford was arrested on 


Thursday night at 11 o'clock at As- 
sembly hall, while attending a dance 
given by the moldcrs. When search- 
ed at the city prison, a 33 calibre re- 
volver was found on him. A charge 
of carrying concealed weapons was 
placed against him. In police court 
Friday morning be pleaded guilty, 
and was fined 9100 and costs. This 
was done to hold him for an investi- 
gation. Early Friday 'morning Rich- 
ard Oden and F. A. Gobel were ar- 
rested in East Main street and revol- 
vers were found on them. Oden had 
a 33 calibre gon and Goebel's was a. 
38 calibre pistol. 


The police claim to have evidence 


against all of the men which will war- 
rant holding them to the grand jury. 
The three men under arrest are strik- 
ing polishers.

Without a word of warning, one of 


the strikers fired a shot point blank 
it the party, and other shots fol- 
lowed quickly.

somewhat in the rear of his compan- 
ions and at the first two or three 
shots, he staggered to where the other 
members of the party were standing 
and fell dead. Immediately, a volley

Lake was not with the party when 


Loar fell. He was taken to Eleventh 
street and the canal and released. He 
went at once to the central part of the 
city and took the next car back home. 
\s the last volley of shots was fired.

STOP THE DISORDER AT ONCE. 


Three murders, two assaults, almost resulting in death of the 


victims, and minor assaults numbering more than 50, in which men 
were knocked down and more or less injured, is the terrible record 
of the polishers' strike at the Wehrle stove foundry in West Newark. 


This strike was inaugurated last June by 135 men. Every 


effort to adjust the trouble lias proved futile. ^A large majority of 
the original strikers have left the city and other strikers have coi;n> 
to take their places. 
It is the new-comers, principally, who have 


been the cause of the lawlessness at the foundry. 


A reign of terror practically exists and will continue so long 


as the Wehrle foundry continues in operation, unless the authori- 
ties resort to vigorous methods to crush it. 


Surely after tlus long and bloody record of crime, the time has 


come to act regardless of expense or sympathy. There has be----i 
more disorder here than in the greaO Chicago strike. 


Newark's honor,, life and property, are-at stake. Her prosper- 


ity is threatened, and a bad situation is rapidly growing worse. 


In The Advocate's opinion, there is but one way to quell this 


disorder and bring about peace that is so desired and so necessary 
to the future welfare of the community, and that is for the city to 
act promptly and effectively. Fifty policemen, or more if necessary, 
should be stationed at or near the foundry with orders to protect the 
men who desire to work and to arrest all who show a disposition 
to molest or interfere with the rights of any man. 


That public sentiment is sufficiently aroused to sustain the au- 


thorities in such a course is amply in evidence. 


The labor 'unions of Newark owe it to themselves to take a no- 


"sitive stand for law and order in this crisis. No labor strike has ever 
been made successful by breaking the law and committing crimes, 
and it will be to the everlasting credit of labor unionism hi Newark 
if a strong stand is taken by its representatives in favor of the peace 
and welfare of our city. 


Orders should be issued to these special officers to search all 


suspects and when firearms are found in their possession the men 
should be given the full penalty of the law. 


Newark has had enough of this disorder. Enough murder lias 


been committed, let the murders and the murderous assaults stop 
at once. Let the icity take a strong stand and give tbis'tfoundry— 
Newark's greatest institution—and its employes the protection that 
is guaranteed by the state and nation. The time to act is now. Let 


• there be not another day's delay.

When asking for amount of your taxes by mail, please state clearly 


in whose name and in what township or town, school district or ward, the 
property is located, and whether real or personal. 


LIQUOR AND CIGARETTE TAX.—Liquor tax, payable one-half, 


December 20, and one-half June 20, year ending fourth Monday in May, 
1906. 
Cigarette tax payable June 20, annually. 


"WHEN DUE.—Section 1091 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio, requires 


one-half of the tax charged on the duplicate, exclusive of Road Tax, to- 
gether with the same, to be paid on or before the 20th day of .December, 
1905, and the remaining half on or before June 20, 1096. 


.GENERAL INFORMATION.—The entire delinquencies and one-half 


of all> other taxes charged on the duplicates of 1904, are required to t>e 
paid 6n or before the 20th day of December, and the remainder on or 
before the 20th day ot June, next. Any person charged with taxes may, 
at his or her option, pay the full amount therefor before the close of the 
books at the December collection, but it is required to pay all road taxes, 
all delinquent taxes, and one-half of the current year's tax before the close 
of December collection, and the remaining one-half of the current year's 
tax during the Jnne collection. When one-half of the taxes charged on 
real estate Is not paid during the December collection a penalty of fifteen 
per cent shall be added (and this penalty does not belong to the Treas- 
urer). See Section 2844, Revised Statutes, which says: 


"When one-half the taxes charged against any entry of real estate 


shall be paid on or before the 20th day of December, in that year, a pen- 
alty of 15 per cent thereon shall be added to such half of such taxes on 
the duplicate," which together with the remaining half must be paid dur- 
ing the Jnne collection. Real estate having delinquent taxes of 1904 or 
prior to 1904, remaining unpaid on December 20, 1905, will be adver- 
tised, and if not paid before the third Tuesday of January, 1906, will be 
offered for site. In event of no sale such property is forfeited to the State 
and will be offered at the biennial sale of forfeited lands. 


In case,'of failure to pay the December paymeat of taxes on personal 


property the whole year's tax becomes due, which the Treasurer is then 
required to collect by distraint if necessary, as in case of delinquent per- 
sonal property taxes tor years prior to 1905, due and unpaid. 


WHEN Ilk* ATTACHES.—Taxpayers are advised that a tax year 


and a calendar year are not the same. The lien for any (ax attaches the 
day preceding the second Monday ia April of an5 year,, ibnttt* tot toll 
of such tax is paid the following December, and the *«<»4 baffle Jane 
following the December.

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Homer Loar's Murder, 


The slaying of Homer Loar Was 


one of the most cold-blooded crimee 
in the history of Newark. 


, Without provocation, this man who 
was working at the Wehrle foundry 
to provide food and clothing for his 


Wife and three little children, was 
shot down while on his way to the 
JWestEnd foundry to begin his night's^ 
work. He and his companions, all 
being employes of the foundry, were 
Walking quietly along the stree^ mo 
lesting nobody and attendingi-strietly 
to their own business. 
They were 


surrounded by a party of striking 
polishers and assaulted simply be- 
cause they ,as any man has a right 
to do, chose to work for a living. Fif- 
teen or more shots were fired and 
with the first volley Homer Loar fell 
dead. His own pistol, carried for 
eelf-protection, 
remained 
in 
his 


pocke^. He did not draw his revol- 
ver to fire upon his cowardly assail- 
ants, but was attempting to escape 
from them when he was shot dead. 


No working man, no Newark union 


man, upholds this cruel and cowardly 
crime. The polishers who counten- 
ance the disorder 'that has attended 
the Wehrle strike, are- doing more to 
injure unionism in Newark than?ifcs 
true friends can~1io*fn"year3'lo"*"prb- 
mote Its interest. 


It is the country's history that in 


every 
labor 
strike disorder has 


brought disaster to the strikers, 
while fevery victory won by labor has 
been through the channels of peace— 
by argnments from the standpoint of 
human justice and reasoning on the 
lines of law and order. 


Let all disorder cease at once. Let 


the city or the citizens provide pro- 
tection 'for the men who desire to 
work, and let the law be enforced. 
Increase the police force, 
stop the

Ex-Governor Odell is out in a vig- 


orous attack upon President Roose- 
velt and Governor Higgins because of 
the encouragement they are alleged 
to have given to the candidacy of Mr. 
Wadsworth for speaker of the New 
York Assembly. Odell charges the 
governor with bad faith and ingrati- 
tude, and he also calls the President 
to account for not having consulted 
with himself. If he had done so Odell 
declares that harmony 
would have 


been easily obtained. Evidently he 
still considers himself the Republican 
boss of New York, and does not pro- 
pose to permit interference with his 
prerogatives from any quarter, how- 
ever high. 
Odell says that Wads- 


worth will be defeated for speaker, 
notwithstanding his influential back- 
ing at Albany and at Washington. 
This is a sauare defiance of both the 
President and the governor, and If 
Odell can rally his followers in ' any 
considerable strength there is a pros- 
pect of a merry war in the Republican 
camp in New York.

Found by Doctors Who Conducted 


Autopsy at Undertaker's on 


Thursday Night. 


The autopsy over the remains of 


Homer Loar who was murdered at 
4:40 Thursday evening, 
was con- 


ducted at 10 p. m. Thursday by Cor- 
oner C F. Legge and Dr. B. F. 
Barnes, together with several wit- 
nesses. 


The bullet was found to have en- 


tered in'the right clavicular region, 
in the upper part of the right breast, 
passed to the left clavicular region, 
cutting its way through the 
right 


lung cavity and was found just under 
the skin, back of the left clavicular 
region,; in brief the bullet entered, 
the, ujjper part of the right breast 
and was found under the skin of the 
back near the left shoulder, blade, 
passing almost

througb,0the

short time.

Victim of Thursday's Murder Was 38 


Years Old—Leaves Widow and 


Three Children. 


Homer Loar, the murdered man, 


was born In Licking county in 1867, 
being 38 years of age. He was the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Alexander Loar 
now living at Hanover. In 18&7 he 
was married to Miss Proctor, daugh- 
ter of Richard Proctor, of Hanover. 


Mr. Loar was a stonemason by 


trade, but had been employed at the 
Wehrle foundry for some time, in the 
polishing department, boarding at his 
home in Hanover. 


murdered man leaves a'wife 


three children, aged 17 years, 3 


years, and 4 months respectively. He 
is also survived by three brothers, 
Frank/Will and Charles, beside* tw.o 
sisters, Mrs. Phillip Wickham of near 
Clay Lick, and Mrs. William Mount 
of Columbus. 


The remains were taken to Han- 


over Friday and the funeral will be 
conducted by the Rev. Thomas W. 
Locke, of this city, at the Hanover 
M. E. church, Saturday at 2 p. m. 
sun time. The interment will take 
place at the Hanover cemetery. 


Mr. Loar was an expert stone ma- 


son, who for a long time was employ- 
ed by the Newark Real Estate and 
Improvement company. He was em- 
ployed in the construction of 
the 


Union block on Church street. Dur- 
ing last summer he was at work for 
the Pennsylvania railroad company, 
on the steam shovel east of Newark, 
but for a short time was employed 
in the polishing department of the 
Wehrle foundry. 


Undertaker J. A. McGonagle went 


to Hanover Thursday evening to car- 
ry the news to the widow. 


LOAR WAS POPULAR. 


Homer Loar, the dead man, is well 


known in Newark, having worked here 
for several months during the latter 
part of the summer and early 
fall. 


About October 1, Loar quit his job on 
a bouse on Woods avenue, having ac- 
cepted a position with the Drayton, 
Stratton company, contractors, at El 
jnira, N Y 
He went to work operat- 


ing a steam shovel. 


On election day. Loar returned to 


and am-pled a position at the 
foundry where he was employ- 


ed until he met his untimely dea'ih 
Hte follow workmen speak in ihe very 
hichest terms of tthc character and 
di^xwition of Loar. He was a congen- 
ial companion and was always in the: 


best of spirits. His departure for 
New York state caused much regret 
among hla fellow workmen and

were glad when he returned to the 
city. 


MANY ASSAULTS 


Several of Them Serious Ones Have 


Occurred Since the Strike Be- 


gan Last June. 


Homer Loar's murder makes the 


list of serious assaults an'a shooting 
affrays growing pin; "of, 'this strike, 
number fourteen, disregarding many 
fracases, which have occurred from 
time to time. 
Up to this time 12 


cases had been before Mayor Crilly, 
charging assault and battery. Eleven 
of these cases were tried in Mayor 
Crilly's- court and the defendants were 
bound over to the probate court. Nine 
of these were dismissed by the pnv 
bate court, while the other two were 
fined, one paid the costs and 
the 


other, William Beckford, now held 
pending an investigation of the mur- 
der of Loar, was fined $1.00 and costs, 
which amounted to $66.50. A warrant 
has been issued and given to Sheriff 
Redman, remanding Beckford to jail 
for non-payment of the fine The war- 
rant was never served, however, and 
since the present arrest Is of course 
unnecessary. 


The first of the affrays resulting in 


death, was that which took place on 
Tuesday night, October 17, in which 
striker Michael Goodwin was killed 
and John Marker, a moulder, badly 
injured by revolver shots. One arrest 
was made. 


The next case was that of'Charles

Mr. Odell's accusations were a part 


of his comment 
on the

growing out of the contest in the Re- 
publican par.ty in this state for the 
speakership of .the New York state as- 
sembly.

chair has been lost in unfortunate in- 
vestments or taking a "flyer" on the 
Board of Trade. 


No one regards Governor Taylor as 


being really an object of charity. Mr. 
Bashiorrl would gladly furnish him a 
fine home and maintain it for him if 
he would agree to give up some of his 
eccentric habits. In fact, he has done 
a great deal for the octogenarian gov- 
ernor, much of which even the vener- 
able old man does not know of. 


Governor Taylor was swept into

"TO OUST REYES.1^ 


Attempt Made to Overturn the Colon* 


bian Government. 


Washington, Dec. 22. — Information 


by cable was received by the state d* 
| partment that an attempt wan made la 
Bogota, Colombia, to dispose of Presi- 
dent Reyes as an incident to a plot for 
overturning the government. In con- 
sequence there were many arrests of 
prominent men, who were to be tried 
by courtmartial. Among them was a 
formermiuister of the cabinet and five 
leaders of the opposition. No details 
are given of the reasons for the at- 
tempt on General Reyes. 


The officials at the Colombian lega- 


tion expressed surprise at the news 
from Bogota, as they state it is the 
first intimation the} have had that 
there is any feeling against President 
Reyes. Mr. Triana, secretary of the 
legation, said: "I am at a loss to un- 
derstand the reasons for any plot 
against President Reyes. 
He is ex- 


tremely popular, and during his ad- 
ministration as president has made 
every eEcr* to appease the members 
of all political elements in the coun- 
try. 
There is practically only one 


party in* Colombia now, though of 
course ihere will alwajs develop ele- 
ments of opposition in all govern- 
men's. Th-j constitutional convention 
held some t;me ago made provision 
whereby Genera! Reyes was to hold 
the office cf president for a period of 
TO j"ar=. after -Abicli time it was to 
be filled by the incumbent for a period 
of fojr years, as in the United Slates. 
Any revolutionary movement against 
General Roves has no prospect of suc-

* Abdul Hamid and the "Concert" of Powers

HE recent refusal of 
the sultan of Turkey 
to accede to the de- 
mands of the powers 
for reform in Mace- 
donia and the subse- 
quent naval demon- 
stration by the "inter- 
national fleet in Tur- 
kish -waters, followed, of course, by the 
sultan's" usual "backdown," have been 
sufficiently engrossing to relegate the 
Russian situation to second place for 
a few days. Although every previous 
demand upon the Turkish' ruler for^re- 
form ias met with the same reception— 
eullen defiance at first, followed^by a 
speedy and rather undignified compli- 
ance—it Is, of course, always, within the 
Tealm of possibility that he may some 
time continue to be obstinate until 
something- serious actually occurs. 


It -was also-realized that in the re- 


Cent trouble Abdul Hamid was able to 
assume a somewhat bolder front than 
had been possible for a long time. Aft- 
er the humiliation of Russia, his neigh- 
bor and -arch enemy, by Japan and the 
internal commotions which have fol- 
lowed, and especially after the- disclos- 
ure that the formidable Black sea fleet 
of Russia was only a collection of junk 
manned by mutineers, a wondrous 
change came over the spirit of the 
oriental potentate's dream. He con- 
cluded that he might with safety open- 
ly defy the powers before whom he has 
been in the habit of assuming a cring- 


ing attitude. 
As for the concert of 


Europe, he meditated, let it continue to 
play for its own amusement. 


For once in his life the sultan faced 


his old enemy with an argument that 
carries a certain amount of force. Ac- 
cused of being unkind to his Christian 
subjects, he retaliated by declaring that 
he had "not treated them half as badly 
as the czar's Christian subjects have 
treated the Russian Jews. This is an 
illogical way to reason, but the sultan 
has found in it an argurnentum ad 
hominem that nobody can deny. 


Abdul Hamid, now in his sixty-third 


year, Is one of the shrewdest aixajnrost 
capable politicians in the world. He has 
demonstrated that fact by the clever 
equilibrium which he has managed to 
preserve among the various rivalries of 
the so called European "concert." This 
has been an absolute necessity. If he 
had not been endowed with a remark- 
able capacity for intrigue and for read- 
ing men and playing them to suit his 
purposes he could not so long have 
maintained himself in his decidedly 
ticklish position. On account of the 
aloofness of the German emperor in the 
demonstration it has been suspected 
that a portion of the sultan's new found 
courage may be attributed to a secret 
understanding betweelj Turkey and 
Germany. 


But even though there has been no 


understanding between the kaiser and 
the sultan, the latter has the gratifying 
assurance that he may ignore Russia 
whenever he chooses. He also knows 


perfectly well that no other power, ex- 
cept Austria, has sufficient interest in 
Macedonia to fight for it. Austria, sin- 
gle handed, he can afford to defy. Since 
these recent demands for reform in 
Macedonia were instigated by the czar, 
it must have been a bitter experience 
for him to be met with such a prompt 
refusal and- to realize that he was 
without the power to enforce his wishes. 


The scheme of the contemplated re- 


form, which is purely financial in its 
nature, has been urged vigorously both 
by Russia and by Austria for a long 
time. 
At one time^ ]ust before the 


breaking" exit of the Russo-Japanese 
war, these two most interested powers 
had almost obtained the sultan's con- 
sent to the measure. The scheme pro- 
vides for the collection of taxes through- 
out nearly the whole of European Tur- 
key by the local authorities under the 
supervision of the powers. The plan 
•would be acceptable to the people them- 
selves and would probably result in 
great gain for the Turkish treasury. As 
the matter is conducted at present the 
bulk of the taxes is stolen.by the Tur- 
kish authorities appointed by the sul- 
tan. A very small proportion of the 
annual levy ever reaches the national 
depository, and practically nothing is 
left for local needs. The sultan knows 
that he is being robbed right and left 
by his greedy and dishonest collectors, 
and he has more than once made up his 
mind to institute some sort of reform 
on his own account. A year ago a pri- 
vate syndicate submitted a plan which 


met his approval, -but it was combated 
by the Ottoman -bank with such force 
that it wai> rejected., Abdul Hamid is 
anxious for refotii^^ this particular. 


The? sultan-regards the present atti-' 


tude of the powei^s as a direct attack 
upon his sovereignty, a notice to jrelin- 
quish his European holdings and wbe- 
take himself to Asia. This, of course, 
he is not anxious to do. Owing to many 
contributing causes his position in re- 
gard to his -owH! empire 'has -been 
strengthened greatly within the past 
few years. For the first time in thirty 
years all interests within his jurisdic- 
tion- seem- to Befi&iited, and Jie aa su-, 
preme. 
Two things that have con- 


tributed notably'to his increased im- 
portance at homeJ are 'his victory over, 
the Greeks in If&S and-the Turkish 
escape from punishment for the mas- 
sacre of the Armenians. Moslem cour- 
age has revived markedly, and the sul- 
tan is now recognized as the leader of 
the faithful all over the -world. "There 
has bee'n an active''renaissance of Islam- 
ism since calamity settled upon Russia, 
and many of its. adherents believe that 
a holy war againsjt the infidels is close 
at hand. This sentiment is so strong 
among the followers of the prophet that 
the sultan may in time be driven to as- 
sume the aggressive. 
-" 


The time will arrive when the -sultan 


can no longer accede to the further de- 
mands of the powers and retain his po- 
sition at the head of Mohammedanism. 
The European concert in its present 
state of disintegration is not the strong, 


I 


almost invincible force that it has been 
for so many years. Germany seems to 
have lost interest in it, and Russia is 
enfeebled beyond immediate repair. A 
holy war would bleed Great Britain In 
India and Egypt, and France in Moroc- 
co and Algiers. °The provinces under 
the protection of Russia would be sub- 
jected to invasion. 


Sooner or later—and no one knows it 
better than Abdul Hamidj—the ' Turks 
will be obliged to fight in order to'main- 
tam their supremacy in Macedonia. It 
is not at all strange that they should 
have looked upon the present as an ex- 
,ce.llent.opportunity. .With. Russia-dis-. 
abled, Austria weakened by Internal 
political differences, Germany indiffer- 
ent, 
the sultan, like the traditional 


worm, some time may turn. 


As a further complication, Bulgaria 


declared that she was ready to take up 
the quarrel at a moment's notice. One 
of the most clearly defined duties' of the 
powers in recent years has been to keep 
the Bulgarians from Invading •'Mace- 
donia. Left to themselves, the .people 
of the principality and Danubiari prov- 
inces would not wait long for a casus 
belli to turn up. 


It must be remembered, however, that 


Abdul Hamid Is not unused to foreign 
naval demonstrations in Turkish wa- 
ters. Fleets of the powers, eitrier sin- 
gly or in combination, have made so 
many admonitory visits to the Dar- 
danelles that the sultan is accustomed 
to refer to them as "naval reviews." In 
1901, when Turkey refused .to fulfill her 


contract with a JFrench company \$ilch 
liad built docks at.Constantinople^the 
authorities "of .the republic threatened 
to seize the customs of the island of 
Mitylene. In 1896 the powers blockaded 
the island of Crete untit th'e' ei£tan 
granted an autonomous 'government. 
In 1904 a squadron of American' war- 
ships made a demonstration.!*! the 3har- 
bor, of Smyrna, and t£e, S^tatt i^ijjjp 
terms witfiout "delay.

mention of the 'feast is found in th* 
works of St. " Chrysostom, who waa 
bishop of Constantinople in the fourth 
century. He speaks of it aa though it 
had existed for some time, especially in 
the western church, whicb made nuck 
of it even then, 


One thing, however. Is certain — Chrfi* 


mas was not observed on Dec. 25 iM 
those early days. It is not believed by; 
any one who is familiar with the con- 
ditions that -the date now celebrated 
could have been that of the Uattvity. 
In Judea Dec. 25 would fall in the height 
of the rainy season, and scholars do not 
see how shepherds could have been 
watching their flocks by night on the 
flooded Jndean plains; It is also a fact 
that tl'ere was no uniformity in the ob- 
servance of Christmas among the early 
churches. Some of them held the fes- 
tival In the month of April, oth«r* in 
May and still others In January. There 
w-as no eppeoal controversy, as in the 
case of fixing the time for Easter, be-

WAS QUESTIONED CLOSELY

Examinations of Insurance Companies 


by His Department Made to Ascer- 
tain Only the Solvency of a Society. 
Chief Examiner Also Called to the 
Witness Stand. 


New York, Dec. 22.— Before the in- 


surance 
committee, Francis 
Hen- 


dricks, superintendent of. insurance of 
New York state, was the chief witness 
before the insurance commission, and 
testified that the examinations of in- 
surance companies by his department 
are made to ascertain only the solv- 
ency of a company, and that no inves- 
tigation is made into the extravagance 
of a company nor into the salaries 
paid to employes so long as the com- 
pany is able to pay them. No investi- 
gation is made into commissions paid 
to agents, the system of loading on 
the premiums, the advancing of loans 
to agents, or loans to directors 
The 


employment of kinspeople of officers 
in high positions is not inquired into. 
This has long been the custom of the 
department, Mr. Hendricks said, and 
he declared further that he personally 
knew little or nothing* about the vari- 
ous examinations made, as they were 
entrusted to Isaac Vanderpoel, the 
chief examiner of the department. 


While Mr. Hendricks' memory fa '• 


ed him as, to any legislation which he 
had suggested as a remedy to any de- 
fects in the laws governing insurance 
companies, he stated that no measure 
that he had ever presented had ever 
been oppesed in either house of the 
legislature. 
Neither had any bi is 


been passed against his recommend £ty 
tion. Mr. Hendricks said that his <^ 
partment spent last year about $137,- 
000 and received in fees and payments 
$287,726, which was paid into the 
state treasury. To make examina- 
tions that would bring out such infor- 
mation as has been gathered by the 
legislative commission, the witness 
said, would require 10 more examiners 
and an additional appropriation of 
from $50,000 to $00,000 
He thought, 


however, he could get the appropria 
tion if he asked for it. 
Continuing, 


witness said he knew nothing of the 
legal expenses of the New York Life 
Insurance company, the Equitable and 
the Mutual Life, as they had never 
been called to his atteention He had 
never heard of tue wash sales of se- 
curities, nor the year-end loans of the 
Equitable to clerks of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Company, nor had these ever been 
brought to his attention 


Witness testified further that he 


had not examined into the affairs of 
the Provident Savings Life Assurance 
society, which 
company. Attorney 


Hughes intimated, had increased its 
gains by marking up the values of its 
real estate 


Isaac Vanderpoel, chief examiner of 


the insurance department, followed 
Mr. Hendricks and detailed what was 
done at an examination. He said that 
practically it was a comparison of the 
company's sworn report with the 
books. ( He had never known of wash 
sales nor of the year-end loans. He 
had never known the salary of Presi- 
dent McCurdy of the Mutual, nor had 
he ever inquired what it was. The 
large expenditures in the supply de- 
partment had never aroused his curi- 
osity, although the vouchers had been 
looked at at random.

Xeuia Gazette's Account of the Life 


and Death of the Former New- 


ark Woman. 


The Xenia Ohio Gazette publishes 


the following notice of the death of 
Mrs. 
William C. Lyon, formerly of 


Newark: 


Through the long, beautiful autumns 


it has been known that Mrs. W. C. 
Lyoa was making a valiant fight for 
life and her illness was the source of 
constant inquiry and sympathy from 
her many friends in this city. It 
seemed impossible that the beautiful, 
queenly woman, who appeared the in 
carnation of perfect health, intellec- 
tual energy 
and youthful activity, 


should be called to yield them tip to 
Death, and despite her almost steady 
decline, her friends hoped constantly 
against hope that her splendid vitality 
and the devoted care she was receiv- 
ing would steer her life again into the 
channel of health. But it was to be 
otherwise, and the lovely, gracious 
woman, whom to meet was a delight, 
whose friendship will be one of the 
treasures of memory has forever gone. 


Mrs. Lyon's maiden name was Evyln 


Spitzer and her childhood and girl- 
hood were passed in the pretty little 
village of Lafayette, her birthplace; 
later she attended Lake Erie Female 
Seminary at Painesville, O., and Ober- 
lln College. 
In 1868 she became the 


wife of Captain W. C. Lyon, who in 
1888 shared the gubernatorial honors 
of the state with Hon. J. B. Foraker. 
Newark, Ohio, was chosen as the 
home of Captain and Mrs. Lyon where 
they lived for thirty years, he estab- 
lishing and publishing the Newark 
American for twenty years. A few 
years ago they came to this city to 
be near their only child, the wife of 
the popular physician, Dr. W. A. Gal- 
loway, of th'"s city. 


In her handsome home on 
"West 


Market street the friends of Mrs. 
Lyons were ever welcomed with a 
charming hospitality that was an ex- 
pression of the sweet sincerity of her 
rare womanly nature. She possessed 
the exquisite art 
of being always 


kindly interested in lhat which was 
pleasing to her friends. 


The interests of her home were an 


unfailing pleasure, their only rival 
being their 
daughter's 
household 


whose little children received her 
passionate love attention. She was 
never happier than when they were 
with her and one of her last conscious 
expressions were words of love to her 
baby grand daughter. 
But she also 


found time for intellectual pleasure, 
and at the time of her death was sec- 
retary of the Woman's 
club in this 


city, and also vice president of Cath- 
erlile Greene Chapter, Daughters of 
American Revolution. 


A member of the First 
Baptist 


church of Xenia. throughout her long 
illness the deep religious faith of Mrs. 
Lyon blossomed in the white flowers 
of patient suffering, tender solicitude 
for those about her 
and child-like 


submission to the will of her Heaven- 
ly Fa/her. At last as she slipped into 
the glorious life awaiting her, it was 
"As is unseen hands roll back the 
doors, the light that floods the very 
air, is but the shadow from within, of 
the great glory hidden there." 


Besides her husband and daughter, 


Mrs. Lyon is survived by three broth- 
ers, A. E. Spitzer of Chicago, A. L. 
Spitzer and A. T. Spitzer. bankers in 
Toledo and Medina; four sisters, Mrs. 
G. G. Seeley of Oak Harbor, O., Mrs. 
Hudson Bishop of Cleveland, and Mrs. 
D. M. Loose and Mrs. A. M. Loomis. 
whose homes are in Iowa. 


Funeral services were held at the 


home of her daughter. Mrs. W. A. Col- 
loway on West Main street and were 
conducted by her pastor. Rev. A. E. 
Reed, assisted by Rev. Mr. Montgom- 
ery.
